Nearby a former con¬ 
venience store in Maum- 
bury Road has been 
taken over by a window, 
conservatory and glass 
company. The previous 
business lasted less than 
six months, including a 
run-in with the planning 
authorities over air con¬ 
ditioning units. 


Clarkes Windows will 
open their business 
shortly after the Christ¬ 
mas/New Year break. 

The family-run com¬ 
pany is based in Wey¬ 
mouth with more than 
30 years experience. 

The building, directly 


opposite Maumbury 
Rings, was previously 
used as a gas and fire¬ 
place showroom. 

The Cornwall was put 
on the market in the 
summer of 2013 after an 
attempt to run it as a 
music pub failed to at¬ 
tract enough customers. 

At the time local 
agents, Bartle Pye, had 
the premises on the mar¬ 


ket as a going concern - 
offered for sale at 
£425,000 or for an an¬ 
nual rent of £30,000. 

It opened as the New 
Ghurka in September 
2013, but has been 
closed for almost a year. 

The large pub, which 
also has a skittle alley, 
had suffered because of 
limited parking space on 
its forecourt and re¬ 


stricted residential park¬ 
ing on all nearby roads. 

The building has a first 
floor apartment with six 
bedrooms and a second 
floor apartment with two 
bedrooms.

Mike Legg, 25, is a former Woodroffe School 
student and now amateur jockey with wins 
at Cheltenham, Ascot and Wincanton. 

He has also worked with famous trainers 
Colin Tizzard and Harry Fry. 

After leaving secondary school Mike stud¬ 
ied sports and exercise at Portsmouth Uni¬ 
versity. 


• HOW did you get in to horse racing? 

My family have always been involved with horses 
and I was very much brought up around horses 
and racing. My grandad and dad both trained 
and rode point to pointers. I have always ridden 
from an early age and my dad bought me a race¬ 
horse at 16 giving me my first rides in local point 
to points. 

• WHAT was it like riding your first winner? 

My first winner was in a point to point at Ottery 
St Mary riding one of my dad's horses. It's hard to 
describe how it felt, once you start riding in races 
all you ever want to do is ride that first winner. I 
was certainly on a high for a good few weeks 
after, it's a day I will never forget. 

• WHAT'S been your proudest moment so 
far? 

My proudest moment has to be riding my first 
winner around Cheltenham. It was on a horse 
called Handy Andy for Colin Tizzard. To ride 
around Cheltenham is one thing, but to walk 
back into the winner's enclosure at the home of 
racing was a big deal for me. 

• RIDING for racing legend Colin Tizzard, 
what was that like? 

I was at Colin's yard for three full seasons. Colin 
and his son Joe taught me everything I know 
about race riding and gave me my first ride and 
first winner under rules. Colin got my name on 
the map and provided me with plenty of nice 
winners and for that I will always be grateful to 
him. 

• WHAT'S it like working with Harry Fry, one 
of the sport's rising trainers? 

I have been based at Harry's yard since August. 
In that time I have learnt a huge amount, no 
stone is left unturned and that shows with the 
success he is having already this season. He is 


very loyal to the lads working in his yard and has 
given me plenty of opportunities and winners. It 
is certainly a yard going places and I'm enjoying 
being part of the team. 

• WHO in horse racing do you most look up 
to? 

The one man I have always looked up to is the 
now retired - A.P. McCoy. What he achieved as a 
jockey will probably never be matched. As a 
young jockey he was the one person I watched

over and over again to try and learn as much as I 
could. 

• WHICH course is your favourite to ride? 

It has to be Cheltenham. Nowhere compares to 
riding in a chase around there, it gives you a real 
buzz! I had my first ride at the festival last year 
and the atmosphere was incredible. I have also 
been lucky enough to ride two winners at the 
track. 

• WHAT are your hopes for the future? Do 
you hope to turn pro? 

I have no intentions to turn professional. I am 26 
in February, to me that's too old to be turning pro 
now. I am really enjoying being an amateur, I am 
able to ride under rules and still ride in the local 
point to points at the weekends. My aim is to 
keep my head down and ride as many winners as 
I can this season and hopefully be competitive in 
the amateur title.

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Plans for 190 new homes on 
prison site to go on display 


AN exhibition is being planned for the New Year 
to show local people the plans for 190 homes on 
the former Dorchester Prison site. 

City and Country has now submitted its planning 
application for the town centre jail. 

It will retain the listed gateway which will pro¬ 
vide a home for an exhibition about the history of 
the site - but some outbuildings and former prison 
homes just outside the gate, will be demolished. 

The company has rejected pleas to include a per¬ 
centage of “affordable” homes - pointing out that 
because of the size of many of the apartments they 
will be priced at the lower end of the local market. 

Included in the development is space for com¬ 
mercial units facing onto North Square where ter¬ 
raced traditional-style houses are being planned to 
fit in with existing buildings.

Almost 1,500 local people have visited exhibi¬ 
tions about the development and a series of meet¬ 
ings have been held with councillors and local 
organisations as City and Country worked up their 
plans. 

Their proposal for the museum or interpretive 
space in the gatehouse was supported by 84 per 
cent of respondents during the latest stage of pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

City and Country says the submitted masterplan 
has been shaped by the comments made at the ex¬ 
hibitions and the feedback in written representa¬ 
tions to them. 


Among the changes are a reduction in size of the 
northern block and more landscaping and open 
space. 

Said the company’s head of planning, Richard 
Winsborough: "We are dealing with a truly fasci¬ 
nating building and there’s been a fantastic amount 
of interest in the future of this site. 

"We would like to thank everybody who has 
taken the time to be involved with our consulta¬ 
tion. 

"At each stage of the consultation process we 
have refined the design of the proposals and be¬ 
lieve these plans will create a vibrant and fitting 
development of which Dorchester will be proud.” 

West Dorset District Council will now examine 
the plans in detail with the application expected to 
be considered in about six to eight weeks time. 


Headteacher retires after 22 years 



ONE of Dorset’s longest serving head 
teachers has bowed out - after 22 
years at Dorchester’s Prince of Wales 
First School. 

Peter Farrington was the first head 
of the school - by his own admission 
only intending to stay a few years, be¬ 
fore moving on. 

The school, which the Prince of 
Wales had a hand in the design of, 
was seen as ground-breaking for its 
inclusive policy for pupils with dis¬ 
abilities. 

Mr Farrington has seen several 
Royal visits over the years - including 
the opening and more recently, in No¬ 
vember 2014, when Prince Charles re¬ 
turned as the school celebrated its 
20th anniversary. 

He had laid the foundation stone in 


November 1993 and officially opened 
it in March 1995, several months after 
the school was already active. 

“I am glad to see that you are one of 
the few still here after 20 years,” said 
the Prince to Mr Farrington at the 
time of the visit. 

Mr Farrington went on to show the 
school to the Prince, including the 
roundhouses which pupils had built in 
the grounds. 

Said Margaret Morrissey, who 
founded the first Parent Teacher As¬ 
sociation: “He has educated five of 
my seven grandchildren; he’s an ex¬ 
cellent man, a good leader and role 
model and we will all miss him. Many 
parents and grandparents owe him so 
much, we wish him a long and happy 
retirement.” 


Class A drugs seized 

POLICE have seized what they describe as a sig¬ 
nificant amount of Class A drugs during a raid at 
a house in London Close, Dorchester on Friday 
(December, 18th). 

An 17-year-old and and three older men from 
Dorchester were arrested. 

Police say they acted after receiving information 
from local people who believed drugs were being 
dealt from the property. 

Said Sergeant Ged Want: "We are targeting 
known drugs networks that are operating in 
Dorchester, across Dorset and all over the coun¬ 
try. 

"We were acting on information that was given 
to us by members of the community, and we car¬ 
ried out a Misuse of Drugs Act warrant on the ad¬ 
dress. 

"As a result, four people have been arrested, a 
significant amount of Class A drugs were seized 
and the arrested persons are currently in police 
custody as our enquiries continue." 

Ten other people have been arrested as part of 
the same police operation within the last month. 

Sgt Want said the police welcome information 
from the public, which remain confidential and 
that they will continue to proactively target drugs 
networks. 

Benches damaged 

POLICE patrols have been increased on Dorch¬ 
ester's riverside walk after vandals attacked public 
benches in the area - including throwing at least 
one into the river. 

Dorchester Town Council retrieved one bench, 
by John's Pond, and put it back in place. 

Inspector Steve Marsh said that other benches 
which were also damaged included those dedi¬ 
cated to a family member who had died.

Woman dies in crash 


A 28-YEAR-old woman from New¬ 
ton Abbot died after a two-car 
crash on the A35 between Dorch¬ 
ester and Bridport on Sunday 
evening. 

Police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and anyone with informa¬ 
tion to come forward. 

The accident happened at 
6.33pm and involved a blue Re¬ 
nault Megane and a silverToyota 
MR2, at the top of Kingston Hill. 

A 49-year-old man and a 44-year- 
woman sustained serious injuries 
and two 11-year-old children were 
slightly injured. All are from the 
Barnstaple area of Devon and were 
all taken to Dorset County Hospital 
for treatment. 

Police shut the A35 westbound at 
the Monkey's Jump roundabout 
on the edge of Dorchester and 
eastbound at the Texaco round¬ 


about in Bridport while emergency 
services deal with the incident and 
to allow collision investigators to 
examine the scene. 

Police Sergeant Dave Stroud, of 
Dorset Police's Traffic Unit, said: "I 
am appealing to anyone who wit¬ 
nessed the collision or the manner 
of driving of either vehicle prior to 
the collision to please call Dorset 
Police. 

"I would like to thank motorists 
for their patience during the road 
closure, which is necessary to 
allow us to establish what hap¬ 
pened. While the closures are in 
place, I would urge motorists to 
please avoid the area and look for 
alternative routes."

Minister claims badger cull 
to eradicate TB is working 

But protesters say there is'no evidence' 


MORE than 750 Badgers have 
been killed in Dorset since the 
cull began - according to Gov¬ 
ernment figures. 

But protesters still insist there 
is no evidence to link the ani¬ 
mals with tuberculosis in cattle, 
the reason for the cull taking 
place. 

Defra figures show 756 ani¬ 
mals were killed in Dorset, 432 
in Gloucestershire and 279 in 
Somerset. 

Environment Secretary Liz 
Truss told the House of Com¬ 
mons: “Our strategy to eradi¬ 
cate bovine TB is working.” 

She said that the three badger 
control areas - Somerset, 
Gloucestershire and Dorset - all 
hit their targets this year. 

“The chief vet is clear: this is 
delivering disease control ben¬ 
efits and it'll help us eradicate 
this terrible disease. 

“I'm pleased to say more than 
half of the country is on track to 
be officially free of the disease 


by the end of this parliament 
thanks to the strategy we put in 
place. 

“And the chief veterinary of¬ 
ficer is clear that licensing of 
future areas is needed to realise 
these disease control benefits, 
and I'm determined to follow 
through on that.” 

But protestors have said that 
there is no conclusive evidence 
that the cull has any effect. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust has been 
vaccinating badgers on its na¬ 
ture reserves as an alternative 
method of control and contin¬ 
ues to campaign against the 
cull. 

Dominic Dyer from the 
Badger Trust said: “There is no 
evidence the killing of badgers 
is reducing the level of bovine 
TB in cattle. 

“The claims by the NFU and 
pro-cull politicians that badger 
culling is delivering a signifi¬ 
cant reduction in bovine TB are 
looking increasingly bogus, and

the exact opposite of the truth. 

“Twenty million pounds of 
taxpayers' money has been 
spent killing thousands of badg¬ 
ers and yet cattle TB in Somer¬ 
set is on the rise.”

Telling Abbotsbury Gardens'story 


A NEW book marks the 250 years since Abbots¬ 
bury’s Subtropical Gardens were first conceived 
by the first Countess of Ilchester as a kitchen gar¬ 
den for Abbotsbury Castle. 

Curator and Head Gardener Stephen Griffith 
has written about the development and restora¬ 
tion of the award winning 18th century woodland 
valley garden. 

“The Abbotsbury Gardens’ Story” tells the story 
of a unique, sheltered micro-climate next to the 
Chesil Beach allowing thousands of choice and 
rare plants to thrive in what is seen by many as a 
“plantsman’s garden”. 

Stephen, who has worked at Abbotsbury for 25 
years, researched the history of the Gardens and 
the fascinating lives and times of the family 
which has owned them since 1765. 

“I wanted to tell the Gardens’ story, past and 
present, its influencers and its struggles. 

“In trying to unravel the history I discovered all 


sorts on interesting anecdotes, untold stories and 
connections with the present owner’s ancestors. 

“It is also very much a personal reflection of the 
challenges and changes over the years from the 
point of view of a Head Gardener. A good garden 
never stands still and no doubt there will be even 
more changes in future.” 

Mr Griffith masterminded the garden’s renais¬ 
sance following a great storm in 1990. It is di¬ 
vided into a series of zones, geographical or 
time-based such as the new Jurassic swamp. 

Facilities include The Colonial Restaurant, gift 
shop and plant centre where many of the flowers 
grown in the garden can be purchased.

CAB survey reports 
workers' struggles 


HALF of the people who responded to a local Citi¬ 
zens’ Advice Bureau survey said they find it difficult 
to survive on zero hour and casual contracts. 

This caused difficulty in budgeting and claiming 
benefits and can lead to debt and health problems 
such as stress and anxiety. 

A number of people were juggling several jobs but 
felt they could not turn down work because there was 
no security. They usually found they had no time left 
for family or leisure. Those who said they were 
happy with their work situation generally worked 
regular hours for one employer. 

The survey was carried out by the Dorchester, Sher¬ 
borne and District Citizens’ Advice Bureau after it 
had become aware of the difficulties sometimes 
caused by the trend towards less security in the em¬ 
ployment market. 

The respondents worked in a range of different oc¬ 
cupations and had different experiences but some 
common themes emerged - including trying to man¬ 
age on low and/or fluctuating income. Half of those 
who replied said they struggled to live on their 
wages. 

A summary of the responses showed that life was 
particularly difficult for those on zero hours or casual 
contracts, which meant they had no regular income. 


One of the respondents, a man who is married with 
a partner who works and lives in his own house, 
which they are buying with a mortgage, works in 
care earning £25,000 per annum but said he had to 
do more than one job to make ends meet, that he 
rarely saw friends or socialised and that he works 
about 55-60 hours a week. 

He commented: “Constantly trying to juggle sev¬ 
eral casual/zero hours jobs - usually too worried 
about losing work so don’t turn down work resulting 
in long hours often seven days a week.” 

Others felt that they were discriminated against, or 
even bullied: 17 per cent of the respondents said that 
they had been discriminated against or bullied at 
work. 

One respondent, a woman aged 50-59, reported that 
she did not have a contract of employment, that she 
wasn’t paid for travel time, that her workplace was 
not family friendly, that she couldn’t work as much 
as she would like to because of the availability of 
childcare, and that she had been both bullied and dis¬ 
criminated against at work. 

Another respondent reported a situation where he 
felt he was always blamed for mistakes, as most of 
the employees at his place of work were close friends 
of the employer.

Drunken dodgems: The morning after the night before -1 in 
3 have driven even though they though they were still drunk 


SATURDAY 19th December at 
9.23am set to be the most dan¬ 
gerous time on the road over the 
festive period, with the highest 
number taking to the road po¬ 
tentially over the drink drive 
limit after their Christmas party. 
More than a quarter will get be¬ 
hind the wheel before 10am. 
More than two-thirds will pre¬ 
load with alcohol and a quarter 
will have more than six alcoholic 
drinks at their Christmas party. 
Almost one in three Brits 
(29.25%) have admitted to driv¬ 
ing the morning after when they 
believed they may still be over 
the drink drive limit from the 
night before, according to alarm¬ 
ing new study out today. 

The research, commissioned by 
Honda (UK) and AlcoSense Per¬ 
sonal Breathalysers, investigated 
attitudes towards drinking and 
driving over the festive period 
discovering that one in four 
(27.7%) Christmas party-goers 
predict that they will have six or

Jonah Ayunga almost gave the Magpies 
an early lead when visiting keeper Kent 
Kauppinen failed to hold Walker's looping 
ball forward and after tussling with the 
young striker, needed his captain Greg Tin- 
dle to hack the ball to safety. 

Chippenham might have taken a 10th 
minute lead h when Davis missed Alex Fer¬ 
guson's cross into the box, but Walker-Har¬ 
ris was quick to close down and parry Harry 
Grant's thumping close range shot.
